Talk On Activities OF. 
International 


The activities of the War Resisters’ 
International formed the subject of 
an interesting talk’ by Mrs, Irene 
Short at a meeting of the local Peace 
Pledge Union yesterday. Mrs, Short 
said in park: ; 

The W.iR1. was founded in Bilt- 
hoeven in Holland in 192%, under the 
name of “Paco,” by representatives 
of wroups of war resisters in four 
European countries. In March, 1923, 
the headquarters was transferred to 
England and the nume W.RI, was 
adopted. Its pledge Js: “War is a 
‘ erlme agalnst humanity. We there- 
fore ure determined not to support 
any kind of war and to strive for 
the removal of all causes of war,” 

War is a crime agalnst, and uses 
hwnan personalities for pollileal 
and cconamic ends. Members of the 
WLR are, therefore, actuated by 
an Intense love for mankind, and 
are determined not to support, 
either directly, by service of any 
kind In the Army, Navy or Air 
forces, or, indirectly, by making or 
* consciously handling munitions or 
other war material, subscribing to 
war loans,,or using labour for the 
purpose of setting others free for 
war service; any kind of wnr, ageres- 
sive or defensive, remembering that 
modern wars are invariably alleged 
to be defensive. - : not 

We ure convinced that violence 
ennnot renlly preserve order, defend 
our home, liberate the proletariat ar 
give security to any nation, Ex- 
perlence hay shown that in all wars 

order, security and liberty disappear 
and instead of bencfiting by them, 
the proletariat suffers most. 

Pacists have no right to take up 
a merely negative position, but must 
recognise and strive for the ramoval 
of all the causes of war. These 
causes are not only the instinct of 
egoism and greed found in cvery 
human heart, but also all the agencics 
which ereate hatred and antagonism 
between groups of people. 

The W.RI links together 54 
organised movements of war resisters 
and individuals in 08 countrics of 
the world, In each of the five con- 
‘tinents, It speaks In many tongues, 

_ using 44 languages in its work. It 
strengthens the stand of war resisters 
refusing military training in. con- 
seript countrics by giving . publicity 
to their action and trylng to make it 
understood. It supports them and

religious, educational, political, and 
youth movements with its principles

But jn my schooldays I 
came under the influence of ‘Thomas 
Carlyle's little book nbout “Heroos 
and Hero-worship" and so naturally 
grew up with something like an ine 
ernined belief that Robert Burns has 
certain claims to be included among 
the world's great men, 

Now yotr mny sny, that a person 
who was born and bred, as Carlyle 
was,. in a place called Ecclefechin 
would be liable to a certain amount 
of racial prejudice or even Iecal pre- 
judice, But this fs not at all borne 
out by the other names in his 
list of “Herocs” —~ Cromwell and 
Napoleon, Martin—Luther and John 
Knox, Dante and Shakespeare and; 
Samucl Johnson—in — addition, of 
course, to Robert Burns himself, 
And one fs at onee impelled. to asic 
“on what grounds could it be right to 
“select. this Scottish peasant for a 
piace in such a team of stars, 

T suppose it would at first sight 
seem paradoxical to apply the word 
“lucky” to a man who was bom to 
grinding poverty and hard manual 
toll; who suffered all his life from 
grievous S-health; who spent his 
days dadring creditors and duns 
and bailiffs; ond who finally died 
quite some time before his forticth 
virthday. But I thinic ft fs justifiable 
to say that in certain respects Burns 
was lucky—or perhaps it would be 
more proper to sy that the world 
“was lucky Jn certain of Burns’ clr- 
cumstances, 

In the first pince It was lucky that 
Burns flourished (if that is the ap- 
propriate word) right on the crest of 
that amazing tidal wave that we call 
“the “New, Romance" which started, 
‘I-suppose, with Rousseau and a few 
others and swept clean through 
Europe in the Inst years ‘of the 
elphteenth century. In Hterature, in 
music, and above all in polities men 
tor some reason suddenly atarted to 
throw out their chests ond breathe 
the pure air of reality and simplicity 
and sincerity after centuries of im- 
prisonment in {the chnins of the 
elassienl tradition, :

Take a simple process like falling 
in love. Here is how Dryden, only 
i few yeurs carier, would manage

It {s not altogether easy at this 
distance of tlme to understand the 
tensons for the jimimense and im- 
mediate “rage” for Burns and his 
norms. IY have suggested that his 
sincerity and ‘his simplicity and his 
hatred of hypocrisy were ‘something 
quite new in those days. Those 
Duchesses in Edingburgh had never 
come across just that sort of plough- 
boy before and they naturally 
tumbled Ike nineping. And at the 
other end of the social senle there Is 
an Interesting sidelight In a chance 
remark made by Lockhart, the 
blogropher of Scott, who says 
that when Burns on his travels came 
to on inn at night it was usual for 
even the walters and ostlers to jump 
out of bed and dress hurriedly so 
as to miss nothing of his wonderfy!

Well we are used to something of 
this sort nowndnys—not so much 
poets ag film-stars and avintors and 
the Ike.

Maefadyen at the Kowloon Magis- 
tracy yesterday, when Ho Po-ting, ot 
232 Shanythal Street, was fined $25 
on a summons for having permitted 
the inside water services of his -pre- 
mises to be altered without the ap- 
proval of the Water Authority, , on 
December 25.

Many communities have not 
been heard from. Government de- 
partments worked all night trylng to 
establish the casualties and damage 
and organise relief measures, 

Reports which have filtered by 
means of radio indicate many wound~ 
ed and heavy -property damage in- 
cluding the razing of several towns, 

It was the strongest carthquake 
felt in recent years, The centre of 
It was in a reyion extending south 
from Talca to Tralguen and west 
from Cordillera to the. coastal city 
of Concepcion, 

The Chile Telephone Company re- 
ports that the towns of Angol, Parla, 
Pailnhucque and Traiguen were seri- 
ously damaged.

Talca reported

More Attention Should! | 


Be Paid To 


The Matter 


Tho Obstruction Rule-is one of the most im- 


portant Ruled governin 
and is often abused by 
umpircs in doaling with i 


g the game of hockey 
players. The laxity of 
t has, to 3 certain extent, 


contributed towards the failure of local players 
to play the best type of game. ft 


The Rule reads 

“A. player shall not obstruct by 
running? hy between an opponent and 
me ball... nor shill he interpase 
himself, or his stlek, In any way as 
un obstruction to an opponent . . 
nor attack from an opponent's left 
unless he touch the ball Before he 
touch the stlek or person of his op- 
ponent, ‘There shall be no charging, 
ideking, shoving, tripping, ar strilding 
at, or holding an opponent by 
means whatsoever," 


The rule is perfectly clear, and if 
you think if over, you will And that 
it can be summarised as follows:— 

“Obstruction means depriving your 
opponent, by the unfatr use of your 
person, of an equal chance of hitting 
the ball” : 

That bs the essence and spirit of 
the whole rule, it can be put in ane 
other wayi— i 

“A player must not goin an ade] 
vantage by the unfalr use of his 
body, foot, hand or stick.” 

If players would only read the rule 
or seriously reflect on the summaries 
I have provided, thelr hockey would 
improve and they would not be la- 
ble to cominit this great fault of 
vbstruction, : 

NEVER ELIMINATED 

It has been sald that “obstruction” 
will never be completely eliminated 
from our same because of the “hu- 
man clement,” but much can be done 
to obvinte it. Players often accuse 
an umpire because he 43 strict and 
blame him ‘for spoiling the play, but 
isn't it the-other way round? Aren't 


which the dutiful umpire 
penalise. Those umpires who have 
had a good deal of experience will 
tell you that rough games develop 
from obstruction, 
READ THE RULE 

Read this rule through carefully 
once again and do not try to look 
innocent next time = you are 
penalised. Watch other teams play- 
ings and you will find that obstruc- 
tion is often caused by: — 

1, Over-cayzerness to get the ball, 

2, Going for it unnecessarily 
hard, e ¢ ae 

3. Doing anything to get the ball. 

4, Doing anything to prevent an 
opponent getting to it +

ever, he often “sets away" with the

3. Running out to meet on ats 
tacicer-nd then opening his tegs and 
lettings the ball go through.

“run Unrough hin." 


REVERSE STICK PLAY 


Dribbling-the ball on the left side 
with the reverse stick often leads to 
obstruction. This is a common’ fault 
with left wingers, It is very dif- 
ficult to tackle a plnyer of this type 
from the right side because he is 
often uilty of. obstruction, . Le. 
placing his body — between his op- 
ponent and the ball. 


Players running towards the side- 
line with the ball should watch out 
that they do not place their bodies 
between the ball and the opponent 
who is tackling. In a roll-in, if 
players find themselves facing the 
youl they are defending then there 
is every Helihood of thelr obstruct- 
inj an opponent. 


TACKLING FROM LEFT 


The player who tackles from the 
left side must be careful of the 
following: 

1, Must not run _in between his 
opponent ond the ball. 

2. Must touch the ball before he. 
makes contact or touches the other 
player in any way at all (Note: This 
form of tackling can only be done 
satisfactorily by ustnthe-tett-hand; 
using {he right hand nearly always 
enuses obstruction.) 

3, Must not barge into his dis- 
possessed opponent. I would like to 
remind readers, that “obstruction” 
does not necessarily depend on the 
distance of the players from the ball, 
ind “turning on the ball" does not 
constitute o breach untess on op- 
ponent Nas thereby been obstructed 
in an Gttempt to play the ball.

Well-known 
_ Cricketer 
Dies At 74 


London, Jan, 7. 
Albert Ward, one of the mos: 
disUnguished cricketcrs of his day, 
died at his home in Bolton yesterday 
in his seventy-fourth year, 


He recalls memories of duys when 
matches {ri this country meant- so 
much more than Test Matches. He 
wus essentially o stalwart of Lan- 
eashire, for whom he played for ta 
scasons, and in the course of his 
career he made 14,608 runs for an 
average of 30.95, 


He, indecd, was the first pro- 
fesslunal to score 1,000 runs in a 
single season for Lancashire, His 
K.gnest ‘score was 219 against Souu. 
Australla, and his best for Lanenshire 
U5 against Kent in 1891, 


A Yorkshireman by birth, und 
known when he first Appeared as th. 
“Rothwell Colt," Ward played a few 
inn.ngs in 1888 for his naive county, 
but did Ilttle, and three’ years later, 
having qualtficd for Lancashire by 
residence, he began a most success- 
ful carcer for that. county,

also picked up a meat chopper and 
threatened. Chan with it, On his re- 
turn, second defendant continued his 
search of the hut, and picked up the 
opium pipe, which he stuck {nto his 
girdle. Both defendants then Iecft, 

Chan chased them, and they had 
nearly reached the main road when} 
first defendant threw the chopper 
{nto a nuitah, On the main road, 
Chan caught sight of Mak Tang- 
kwong, an employee of the Repulse 
Bay Hotel, and shouted to Mak to 
help him. Both men ran after the 
defendants, and caught second de- 
fendant, whom they took back to the 
Hotel Garage, Chan's nephew, Chan 
Kwan, then came on the scene, and 
on being Informed of what had hap- 
Rened, went to loule for first defen- 

ant, and later returned to the garage 
with him In his custody. The police 
were then called. . 

When Chan's wife ran out of the, 
hut with second defendant after her, 
she called for help. Second defendant 
caught up with her, and picking up 
n large ptece of stone, struck: her with 
It. He also pushed her into the nul- 
tah, where she was later found and 
taken back to the hut by Chan Kwan, 

Corroborative evidence was given 
by Chan, his wife, nephew and Mak, 
after which defendants were com- 
mitted. Both declined tw xive 
evidence or make statements.

In reply, the War Minister pointed 
cut that the extent of re-armament 
in Sovict Russia wis also condition 
by the hypothesis’ of having to wage 
war simultaneously with moro than 
one cecuntry, 


He went on to. say that Japan 
was now concentrating all her 
efforts on a settlement of the 
Chinese problem, but that the 
solution was closely connected with 
prepirations for a hypothctical case 
of simultancous conflict with Ching 
and the Sovict.

However, the authorities  depre- 
cated the report that there had been 
2,000 deaths in Concepcion alone, 
It was stated to be nearer 60. 


APPEAL FOR AID 


Nevertheless, the Concepcion u- 
thorities have radlocd that conditions 
are terrible and have appealed for 
sanitary supplies. 

The Government has rushed ald 
to the devastated: areas by acro. 
plane, special. trains, and automo- 
biles, which are carrying food and 
physiclans, 

Although jt is impossible to com- 
pute the casualties In Concepcion, it 
Is asserted that the central portion of 
the. city has been destroyed, Con- 
cepcion “ts Chile’s third: largest city, 
with a population of 80,000, 

. Some towns are reported to have 

been almost destroyed, while fires 

are burning in many towns, Inctud- 
ing Concepcion. 

Six provinces—Talea, Maule, Nuble, 
Concepcion, Bioblo und Cautin—with 
a total population of over 1,600,000 
lay In the earthquake zone, covering 
an area 400 miles tong and 100 miles 
wide in South and Central Chile 
along the Pacific.

The report of the Chinese Marl- 
time Customs for 1938, which has 
Just been published shows that im- 
ports were’ £886,000,000 compuarea 
with $953,000,000 in 1937, Exports 
amounted to $762,000,000 compared 
with $838,000,000, ‘ . : 

The flnures do not include the Na- 
tional Government's Imports since 
carly Just summer or Japanese im- 
ports of military, supplies. 

Of the Chinese ports, Tlentsin suf 
fered the largest decrease of imports, 
and export figures showed the 
greatest decline jn Shanghai and 
Tientsin, * Tsingtao likewise suffered 
a considerable decrease In foreign 
trade, 

The National Government controll- 
ed Customs: stations cleared 23 per 
ecnt; of China's total exports, but 
only rather less than 10 per cent, of 


tho imports, ‘ 

Shanghal maintained first place 
among the ports, clenring 45 per 
cent. forelgn trode. Tientsin and 
Talngtao ranked second and third 
respectively. 

Imports decreased in practically 
all clusses of commodities, and In ex- 
ports the most marked decline took 
place in the volume of textlle Mbres

Barcelona’s Death 
FRANCO'S Italian 
enters Barcelona and another 
Loyalist city is about to fall 
prey to foreign mercenaries. 

‘To-day, the Insurgent holds 
all but Madrid of the great citics 
of Spain, ‘ 

Granada, Seville, Cadiz, Sala- 
manca, Burgos, Saragossa, 
Toledo, Malaga, Valladolid, Bil- 
bao, San Sebastian and Oviedo 
have successively fallen to 
superior weight, 

It has been superabundance 
of Italian and German war 
materials against’ a shortage 
rendered almost criminal by 
a one-sided — non-Intervention 
policy; a superiority of Italian 
mercensrics and Moorish troops, 
with a minority of Spaniards, 
against’ a spatter of Inter- 
ternational mercenaries, now 
withdrawn, and a superiority of 
Spaniards, 

Barcelona has been’ truly 
-Loynlist since the outbreak of 
the Civil! War. The Insurrec- 
tion there .on July 19, 1936, 
lasted only ten minutes and was 
crushed by overwhelming odds 
‘loyal to the Government, 

Bureelona became  Spain’s 
capital in October, 1936, when 
Madrid seemed likely to fall. 
Since then, the Insurgents have 
bombed it with grim regularity. 
On most days, the city’s two 
million people have calmly 
sought shelter in the 1,600 
bomb-preof -shelters that’ have 
been built to save them from 
death from, the sky. 


Fall Spells Danger 


ARCELONA'S fall will. spell 
danger to Europe. France 
may end the non-Intervention 
farce and pour materials and 
men to aid Loyalist defences 
starved by that policy. What 
justification would there be for 
such action. | None—no more 
justification than there is for 
Italian and German interference. 
But proponents of interven- 
tion argue, with justice, that 
the criminal danger to the 
peace of Europe caused by inter- 
vention in the Spanish civil war 
‘has been brought about,'not by 
threats of French intervention, 
but by the actuallty of Italian 
and German interference. 

Had the totalitarians let Spain 
fight’ her own battles, or had 
they honoured thelr pledge of 
non-Intervention, the question 
of intervention on the side of 
the Loyalists. would certainly 
not have arisen iow. :

Well, your 
correspondent stayed fourteen 
days with no complaints, g 
He searched for the disorder, 
the murders, and the vandalism 
that the insurgents accuse: the 
Spanish Government of. He 
found none. In Barcelona life 
appeared to be going on more or 
less undisturbed by the war. In 
the streets both men and women 
looked well dressed. : 


Law: and order was every- 


where enforced. Even at night, © 


when there are: no street lights 
for fear of air raids, there are 
no hold-ups. In the dark I walk- 
ed from one end of Barcelona to 
the other.’ Not once was 
molested. 

The chief discomfort in Barce- 
lona life ig the Iack of - food. 
Lunch and dinner in the best 
hotel consist of beans, 2 piece of 
fish, or a tiny morsel of meat if 
you are very lucky, ‘some figs, 
and a small ration of bread, 

‘Fish is generally served after 
the bombardment of the port by 
the insurgents, The bombs ex- 
ploding in the water kill the fish. 
These at once float _ to the top, 
and the local fishermen have an 
easy catch. 

In'Barcelona there is plenty of 
money, but nothing to buy with 
it. The Government maintain o 
rate of 100 pesetas to the pound, 
while in France 1,000 pesetas 
cen be purchased for a pound. 
Workmen and Government off- 
cials are well paid.

Wherever it 
has been possible the Govern- 
ment have attempted to restore 
the results of vandalism done in 
the early days of the war. 

, They are also taking atepa to 
preserve the statues oi the city 
against shelling and bombard- 
ment. Even the statue of the 
ex-King’s father has been pro- 
vided. with an air raid shelter. 
There is no wanton wreckage 
going on now in this city. This 
war is too severe for anything 
but a constructive regime, : 

While in Madrid I stayed at 
the Ritz Hotel. This waa once 
a hospital, but has now been re- 
turned to its former owners. My 
room possessed all Ritz Hotel 
dignity except glass in the win- 
dows and hot water in the bath- 
room. An inspection of the 
facade outside my window in- 
dicated the reason for tho lack 
of glass.

Tho Immortal Memory 

The toast of the “Immortal Memory 
of Robert Burns” was proposed by 
the Colontal Seeretary, Hon, Mr. N, 
L, Smith. He said: 

Having heard this toast proposed 

last year and the year before by two) 
successive Governors, I feel rather 
overawed by the gravity af the task 
that hans been imposed upon me to- 
night. Tocmust confess, however, 
that I accepted the Chieftain’: {n- 
vitation without much real hesitation 
as T admit that I have been for the 
best part of my fe something of 
what would nowadays be called a 
Burns “fan.” By this I do not mean 
to suggest that I have read all his 
poems, and I frequently stall my 
engine over his broader examples of 
the Dorle. But in my schooldays 1 
came under the influence of Thomas 
Carlyle's lttle bool about “Heroes 
and Hero-worship” and so naturally 
erew up with something. Uke an in- 
“frained belief that Robert Burns has 
certain claims to be Included among 
the World's yreat men. 
* Now you mony soy that a person 
who was.born and bred, as Carlyle 
was, In a place called Ecclefechan 
would be Hable to a certain amount 
of racin} prejudice or even local pre- 
judice, But this $s not at all borne 
out. by the other names in his 
list of “Herocs"—-Cromwell and 
Napoleon, Martin Luther and John 
Knox, Dante and Shokespeare and 
Samucl Johnson—in -addition, ‘of 
.course, to Robert Burns himself. 
And one Is at once tmpelled to ask 
on what grounds could it be right to 
select this Scottish peasant for a 
place in such a team of stars, 

I suppose it would at first sipht 
seem parndoxical to apply the word 
“lucky” to a man who was born to 
grinding ‘poverty and hard manual 
toil; who suffered all his Nfe from 
kelevous Iehealth; who spent his 
days dodging creditors and duns 


and. bailiffs; and who finally dicd 
quite some time before his fortieth 
birthday, But I think It is justifiable 
to say that in certaln respects Burns 
was lucky—or perhaps it would be 
more proper to say that the world 
was lucky in certnin of Burns’ cir- 
cumstances, . ‘ 

In the first place {t was lucky that 
Burns flourlshed (if that Is the ap- 
propriate word) right on the crest of 
that amazing tidal wave that we call 
the “New Romance" which started, 
T suppose, with Rousseau and a few 
others and swept clean through 
Europe in the last years of the 
eighteenth century. In Uterature, in 
music, and above all in politics men 
for some reason suddenly started to 
throw out their chests and breathe 
the pure alr of reality and almplicity 
and sincerity after centuries of im- 
prisonme:nt in the. chains of the 
classical tradition. 


’ Contrast with Dryden 
Take a slmple precess like falling 
In love. Here is how Dryden, only 
a few years carer, would manage 
ts 


“TY attempt from love's sickness to 
fly in vain. 
SInce Io am = myself my own 
fever and pain.” 
Very beautiful and very elegant, no 
doubt; but about a9 passionnte as a 
cross-word puzzic.. 

. Burns on the other hand very 
wisely starts by falling violently In 
eye and then when he can restrain 
hithself no longer te burats out: 

“Aa fair ort thou, my bonnie lars, 
So deep in luve am I, : 

~ And I will luve theo still, my dear, 
"(Ml a! the seas gang dry. . 

Till o’ the seas gang dry, my dear, 

And the recks melt wi! the sun, 

And IT will luve thee still, my dear, 

- While the sands of Ilfe shall run.” 

+ It is true that he did not always 

wait for the rocks to melt. before 

s eternal devotion to 

fo lass, but one. con 


have little doubt that when he wrote 
those Ines he meant and felt every 
word of them, : 

It was Wordsworth who sald that 
the best poctry should consis! of 
“emotion recollected In tranquillity” 
and it was, I think, just jn this res- 
pect that) Burns ‘nnd fhe other 
Romantics blazed a completely new 
trall. 

Secondly Burns was lucity In being 
brought up in what was, until the 
days of wireless and cheap news- 
papers, probably the most cultured 
peasantry that the world has ever 
seen. We may laugh at their inter- 
tminable = disputations ubout  pre- 
destination and = free-will and so 
forth; but we should not do well, I 
think, to laugh at that picture of 
low living: and high thinking, which 
is portrayed in the “Cottar's Satur- 
doy Night." ‘ 

There true story which Hlus- 
trates this point, The ol¢l schoolmaster 
who had taught Robbie and was a 
Rood friend of the family was 
enabled near the end of his life to 
visit London in order to meet the 
intellectuals of that city, Now if you 
know your Boswell you will realise 
that there was some ood conversae 
tion in London about then—Gold- 
smith and Burke and Garrick and 
Adim Smith and Reynolds and the 
rest, besides Johnson and Boswell 
themselves, It Is not recorded which 
iC any of these intellectual giants the 
old dominic met; but ‘ft is recorded 
that when he got back to his Low- 
land home he gave his considered 
opinion that London had nothing to 
offer compared with the talk that he 
had for years been hearing In the 
Burns farmhouse. 

Is it to be wondered at that the 
outstanding, figure of | such oa 
peasantry, when his ploughshare 
turned up a field-mouse, Instend ‘of 
Jetting out an ‘expletive Hike un 
ordinary yokel, should go home and 
Immortalize that “sleekit beastie’ in 
lines that have rung through the 
elyilized world?. Steam 

Sifenco and Solitude 

And that. leads, me to the third 
point in which I think Burns was 
lucky—I mean his early employ- 
ment, Joseph Conrad in one of his 
novels talks of the effect on a man's 
roind of living in a saline ship— 


‘the inestimable benefits of silence | - 


and solitude’ are his words; and I 
should think that ploughing a ficld 
on an early spring, morning Js the 
nearest equivalent that the dry land 
ean offer in the way of silence ond 
solitude. It js an undoubted fact 
that many of Burns’s carly poems 
were composed actually nt the toil of 
the plough; and throughout his life 
we can surely sce the traces of that 
early apprenticeship. 

You all know his woaknesses, He 
drank too much, especially towards 
the end of his life. .He let his head 
be turned too casily by his sudden 
rise to fame. And he no more 
attempted to resist any of the “Iassies 
o” than he tried to interfere with the 
green growth of the “rashes 0,” 

Iam tempted to quote what 
another poct wrote about yet another 
Poct: : 

“Such stains there are—as when 

a Grace 
Sprinkles another's Jaughing 

. face , 

With nectar and runs on.” : 
Very improper to splash another 
lady's faco—but after all she was a 
Grace, and after all it wos nectar. 
So, may one not sny—after all it was 
Robble Burns, and after all we did 
get the nectar of those heavenly 
love-songs of his? 

It ig not altogether ensy at this 
distance of time to understand the 
reasons for the {mmense and im- 
mediate “rage” for Burns and his 
poems, I have suggested that his 
sincerity and his simpHeity ond his 
hatred of hypocrisy were something 
quite new in those days, Those 
Duchesses in Edineburgh had never 
come across junt that sort of plough- 
boy before and they naturally 
tumbled Mke ninepins, And at the 
other end of the social senle there is 
an Interesting sidelight in a chonce 
remark minde by Lockhart, the 
blographer of Scott, who says 
thnt when Burns on his travels came 
fo an inn at night ft was urual for 
even the walters and ostlera.to jump 
out of bed and dress hurriedly so 
an to miss nothing of his wonderful 
conversation, 

Well we are uscd to something of 
this sorl nowndnys—not so much 
poets as film-stars and avintors and 
the Ike. But how are we to explain 
Q personallly which manages to sur- 
vive even after death?

Tf you go to certnin obscure club- 
‘houses in Scotland you will still find

Freddic Talt wan not the greatest 
nrolfer of all time any more than 
Robble Burns was the greatest poct 
of all time, but they both seem to 
have had that little something that 
fasta beyond the grave, It is barely 
40 years since Freddie Talt was_kill- 
ed in South Afrlen, and Robbie Burns 
fa already about a hundred years 
nhead of that, 


“Immortal” Is a big word: to use, 
but -I have personally little doubt 
that a century hence, unless some, 
totalltarinn hos meanwhile put all 
persons of Scottish race into intern- 
ment camps, men will still be gather- 
Int all. over the world as we are 
to-nivht to celebrate this twenty- 
fitth of January. And that is about 
as far nhead og most-of us dare to 
looks these days.

In'n refreshing speech that was 
often Interrupted by delighted laugh- 


jter, Mr. if.

That, however, !s only one of the 
many compliments which Burns paid 
fo women. And the great charm of 
these compliments, as indecd of all 
Burns's poctry, 1s their simplicity. 
The poct Browning on being asked 
to Interpret a diMfcult passage in one 
of his poems said, “When I wrate 
that, only myself ond God knew 
what it meant. Now, God only 
knows." But the compliments of 
Burns to the Lassies are unlike this: 
they are simple and sincere, 

Indeed Burns is the only national 
poet who never maligned women. 
Take a ginnce at the opinions on 
i women from other national represen- 
fatives, “Praily, thy .name is wo- 
man," sald Shakespeare; and again: 
“God hath given you one face and 
you make ycurselves another.” Fram 
Russia we have Tolstoi’s pronounce- 
ment; “Women are a necessary un- 
pleasantness 'n social Life.” 

The Spanish poct says: “Woman's 
chief weapon is her tongue: therefore 
she takes good care that it doesn't 
rust.” # 

But why pursue this unsavoury 
lack of appreciation? « SuMer it to 
say that Burns's native Scottish gal 
Jantry made it impossible for him to 
think of woman In those cynical

Landlord’s Action When 
sg Do Not Pay 


Sald tobe the first summons of its 
kind taken out since the Issuc of the 
recent emergency regulations for the 
control of water in the Colony, a 
summons was brought against Li 
Shiu-fal, of 67 Robinson Road, be+ 
foro Mr. R, A. D.- Forrest at the Cen- 
tral Magistracy yesterday, for caus- 
inst or permitting to be altered, a 
service connected to the Waterworks, 
at No. 34 Russell Street, Wanchal. 

Mr, A. I. Cash, Waterworks over- 
seer, said that towards the end of 
last year, the majority of landlords 
in the Colony were informed by the 
Water Authority that they would be 
responsible for the water supply in 
thele houses. The defendant, land- 
lord of No. 34 Russell Strect, was so 
informed, and he in turn notified hs 
tenants that they were responsible 
for the water they used. He also 
demanded $5 from the tenant of cach 
floor as achurge for the water 
supply. The tenants refused to pay 
this, and defendant accordingly hired 
a street plumber ond instructed the 
man ‘to cut a section of the water 
pipe and thus disconnect the water 
supply to the flats. He had no 
authority to'do this. ,

Mr, H. H. Rose, an overseer of the 


plainant in a case before Mr. Q. A, A. 
Macfadyen at the Kowloon Magis- 
tracy yesterday, when Ho Po-ting, of 
232 Shanghal Street, was fined $25 
on a summons for having permitted 
the inside water services of his pre- 
mises to be altered without the ap- 
proval of the Wailer Authority, on 
December 25. 

Mr. Rose stated that in con- 
sequence of complaints from tenants 
of the upper storeys of the premises, 
he visited the defendant's floor on 
Junuary 3 and found thut two stop- 
coeks had been fitted to the water 
pipes‘in such a manner as to impede 
the water from running to the floors 
nbove. : 

The magistrate remarked that the 
offence was more In the nature of 4 
nuisance to the occuplers of the other 


floors. Mr, Rose agrecd, and said that 
the P.W.D. had also been given some 
inconvenience, for os a result of the 
reports they had to send workmen to 
the premises and thus much time had 
been wasted. The matter had now 
been rectified.

The Matter 


portant Rules governing the game of hockey 


iand is often abused by players. 


The. laxity of 


umpires in dealing with it has, to a certain oxtent, 


contributed towards the 


failuro of local players 


to play the best type of game. 


The Rule read 

“A player shall not obstruct by 
rinnings dn belween an opponent and 
the ball. or shall he interpose 
himself, or] stheh, dn any way as 
im obstruction to an opponent . oo. 
nor attack from oan opponent's left 
unless he touch the ball before he 
touch the slick‘or person of his op- 
ponent. There’ shall be no charging 
kicking, shaving, tripping, or strileinn 
it, or halding. an opponent by any 
means whitsoever.” 


The rule is perfeetly clear, und if 
you think dt ove ou will find that 
it can be suminarised as follows: — 

“Obstruction means depriving your 
opponent, by the wifair use of your 
person, of an eqnal chance of hitting 
the ball.” 

That js the essence and spirit of 
the whole rule. ft can be put in an- 
other wayi— 

“A player must not gain an ad- 
vantage by the unfair use of his! 
body, foot, hand or stick.” 

If players would only read the rule 
or seriously reflect. on the summaries 
T have provided, thelr hockey would 
improve and they would not be Ha- 
ble to commit this great fault of 
obstruction. 

NEVER ELIMINATED 

It has been sald that “obstruction” 
will never be completely eliminated 
from our game because of the “hue 
man element,” but much can be dong 
to obviate i. Players often accuse 
an umpire because he is strict and 
blame him for spoiling the play, but 
Isn't it the other way round? Aren't 
the players themselves to blame? 

By thelr ivnorance or wilfulness, 
they create breaches of the rules 
which the = dutiful) umpire | must 
penalise, Those umpires who have 
hind a good deal of experience will 
tell you that rough games develop

HERE are several ways of using 
up cold suct pudding. If it is 
quite unsweetened it can be cut into 
slices and roasted with a joint of 
mutton or beef in the same way as 
potatoss. For Lhis purpose the slices 
should be rather thick, 


Another way is to slice the pud- 
ding thinly, stamp fancy shapes out 


of the slices; and fry them in butter.

A simpler and plainer way is to 
crumble up the pudding nas finely as 
possible, add a little milk, and press 
it into a buttered cup.

Militarily, General Chiang, declar- 
ed, the strategy of the Jopanese 
tirmy has been one failure after 
another, The Generalissimo believed 
that the Japanese military have 
never been able truthfully to gauge 
their own strength and the strength 
of the Chinese.

The manipula- 
tlon of puppels and employment of 
traitors, far from achieving ‘the de- 
sired object, ‘tend merely to help the 
growth of canker which is finding 
root in the Japanese military ma- 
chinery and quicken its rot. 

Adding to military and political 
failures are diplomatic — dilicultics 
which place Japan more und more in 
an isolated position. in International 
polities, General Chiang said.

UPHILL BATTLE 


General Chiang emphasized that 
China has hitthed her wagon to the 
beckoning star of international Jus~ 
Hee and rightcousness and will march 
unflinchingly on towards her goal. 
China, he promised, will stick to the 
last of her policy of resistance.

The Obstruction Rule is one of the most im- 
portant Rules governing the gamo of hockey 


and is often abused by 


umpires in dealing with it has, to a certain oxtent, 


contributed towards the 


to play the best type of game. 


Nhe Rule reads: 

“A plnyer shall not obstruct by 
runnings In between an opporient andl 
the ball. . nor shall he Interpose 
himself, or hls stick, In any way as 
an obstructlon to an opponent . «+ 
nor attack from an opponent's Ieft 
unless he touch the ball before he 
touch the stick or person of his op- 
ponent; There shal) be no charging, 
Icicldng, shoving, tripping, or striking 
at, or holding an oppencat by any 
means whatsoever.” i 


The rule is perfectly clear, and if 
you think it over, you will find that 
itocan be summarised os follows; — 

“Obstruction means depriving your 
opponent, by the wnfatr use of your 
person, of an equal chance of hitting 
the. bal.” 

That is the essence and spirit of 
the whole rule, It can be put in an- 
other way:— 

“A player must’ not pain on ad- 
vantage by the’ unfair use of bis 
body, foot, hand or stick.” i 

If players would only read the rule 
or seriously reflect on the summaries 
T have provided, thelr hockey would 
improve and they would not be lia- 
ble to commit this «great fault of 
olstruction, 

NEVER ELIMINATED 

It has been sald that “obstruction” 
will never be completely climtnated 
from our qaame because of the “hu- 
man element,” but much can be done 
to obviate it. Players often accuse 
an umpire because he fs strict and 
blame him for spoiling the play, but 
isn't it the other way round? Aren‘t 
the players themselves to blame? 

By their ipnorance or wilfulness, 
they create breaches of the rules 
which the dutiful umpire must 
penalise. Those umpires who have 
had uw ood deal of experience will 
tell you that rough games develop 
from) obstruction, 

READ THE RULE 

Rend , this’ rule. through carefully 
once again and do no} try to lools 
innocent next time you are 
penalised, Watch other teams play- 
ing and you will find that obstruc- 
tlon is often caused by:— 

1. Over-caperness to get the ball. 


2. Going for it unnecessarily 
hard, 

3. Doing anything to get the ball.

2. Must touch the balk before he 
makes contact or touches the other 
player In any way af all (Note: This 
form of tackling can only be done 
satisfactorily by using the left hand; 
ing, the right hand nearly always 
cnuses obstruction.) 

3, Must not barge into his dis- 
possessed opponent. I would like to 
remind readers that “obstruction” 
does not necessarily depend on the 
distince of the players from the ball, 
and “turning on the ball" does not 
constitute a breach unless an ap-

up cold suct pudding, If it is 
quite unsweetened it'can be cut into 
slices and ronsted with a joint of 
multon or beef in the same way as 
potatoes.
